Are we in for a repeat of last 
year’s hot, dry summer? 

It has started off that way, that’s 
for sure} ; 

There hasn't been a good rain for 
more than three weeks, and the 
average high temperature for the 
first 14 days of June was an 
unusually high 87.6 degrees. 

According to the official weather 
statistics: kept by Herb DeNise in 
Boyne Falls, there was no 
measureable precipitation during 
the first 14 days of the month. 

Small amounts of rain, .04 inches 
and .0S inches, fell on June 29 and 
30, he . The last good 
rain—which wasn’t exactly 2 down- 
pour—was .44 inches on June 22.

BOYNE CITY - ‘The city is 
requesting people to refrain from 
sprinkling and to try to restrict their 
water use,’’ City Manager Tim Clifton 
says. 

’ Both reservoirs are low at this point, 
he explained, because the weather has 
been dry. With high temperatures 
recently, use of water has 
increased. . 


“If you’ve just planted a tree, we 
don’t expect you to let the tree die, or 
anything like that,” Clifton said. But he 
asked that people be conservative until 
it rains. 


“We don’t need a sprinkling. We 
need a good raint’' he said... 

Water comes from aquifers (under- 
ground lakes), Clifton explained. These 
are fed by rainfall. The north and south 
Boyne wells pump from aquifers to fill 
the two reservoirs. ; 

“If we have a long period of dry or hot 
weather, when people use a lot of water, 
‘the aquifers don’t have a chance to

Businessman may run 


County board to state senate? 


BY TRISH WRIGHT 


The possible candidacy of Charlevoix 
Republican John Haggard, for this 
district’s state senate seat was un- 
expectedly announced during Boyne 
City’s Fourth of July parade. 

Ina recent interview with The Press, 
Haggard said that he is entertaining the 
idea of vying for the seat currently held 
by Democrat Mitch Irwin in the 1982 
election year, but has not officially 
announced his candidacy. 

“Politics has always interested me 
but now the economic problems of this 
state, especially northern Michigan, 
make me want to become involved at 
the state level to help produce a more 
viable area in which to live and work,’’ 
said Haggard, who has been a Charle- 
voix County commissioner since 1976, 

‘Hageard, 40, has owned and 
operated Haggard’s Plumbing and 
Heating with his brother, Bill Haggard 
in Charlevoix, for the past 10 years. 

He is a proponent of local autonomy 
and strongly believes that wete it not for 
state intervention, Charlevéix County 
could be self-sufficient. 

“Why should taxpayers here be 
forced to pay so much money when it 
goes to other areas of the state? I 
believe that the majority of people in 
this district would agree with me in 
saying that too great a proportion of our 
tax dollars are spent elsewhere.” 

Haggard said two issues during the 
1982 election will be the tax burden of 
property, income and sales tax and the 
district’s economic revitalization. 

‘‘When EDC (economic development 
corporation) legislation was formed we 
were remiss in not activating ‘them. 
However, this county’s EDC is now 
actively looking for industry to bring 
into the area as well as expanding the 
industries already here.’’ 

“I believe we would be living in a 
self-sufficient county were it not for the 
rules and regulations of bureaucracies 
in Lansing. Charlevoix County govern- 
ment is strong and so are our schools,

“Tam delighted with President 
Reagan’s budget budget plan and 
confident that he will get his tax cut 
plan: Hopefully, with Reagan’s involve- 
ment with federal government ineffi- 
ciency other governments will take heed 
and take a more careful look at their 
own jurisdiction.” 

Indications of Haggard’s party loyalty 
were evident when on March 13, 1980, 
he raised a sign’ on the roof of his 
downtown Charlevoix business location 
declaring Haggard’s as Reagan head- 
quarters for the November presidential 
election. 

“PSelieve in the party systen: and 
that (ad party should also reap the fruits 
of its legislation, Democrats often try to 
make people believe that the 
Republican Party is only big business 
oriented. Yet I've seen that workers 
here in the north are for more reform 
and less giveaway programs.”’ 

Haggard lists unemployment com- 
pensation, workmen’s compensation 
and welfare reform as other critical 
issues in next year’s state elections. 


‘For the past vie or six years these 


reforms have only been talked about. 
With myself and the right other people - 


elected at the state level something can 
and will be done.’’ 

“Businesses in Michigan pay the 
highest rate-in the nation for work- 
men’s compensation, yet disabled 
persons receive the least amount of 
benefits. Something is drastically wrong 
and it may lead back to our court 
system. I believe that our courts are

often writing law gather than inter- 
preting it.”’ 

Another of Haggard’s beefs is Mich- 
igan’s full-time legislature. ‘‘Michigan 
is one of a very few states with a 
full-time legislature. | don’t think it’s 
necessary, especially when it costs 
approximately $4.8 million for legis- 
lators alone and that does not include 
their staffs, fringe benefits or travel 
expenses.” 


Haggard is optimistic about winning 
the seat that has been held by a 
Democrat since 1978. ‘‘We are now in 


the stage of re-apportionment and that 
may change the district boundaries. As 
it stands now, 1 would be looking for 
support in 15 counties and parts of two 
others. If I decide to run I will campaign 
on a full-time basis and give up my 
position in the business.”” 

“Twas born and raised in Charlevoix 
and can remember when this area was 
able to live on the three months of 
tourist business. That is not possible 
now. I feel that it’s time to go out there 
and change the rules and regulations to 
encourage the proper economic growth 
of northern Michigan.’’

The unemployment rate in Charlevoix 
County took a sharp and unexplained 
drop in May, according to figures 
released this week. 

The Michigan Employment Security 
Commission reports that the jobless 
rate dropped to 14.9 percent, its lowest 
level since October, 1980. 

The May rate was down 2.6 percent 
from the April rate of 17.5 percent. 

More significantly, however, the 14.9 
percent figure was also 1.6 percent 
lower than the jobless rate of 16.5 
percent for the same month in 1980.

That they are willing to go for funding a full year’s 
full program this coming year merits all the district’s 
cooperation. 

It’s not that athletics are the boosters’ only interest. 
Besides the valuable physical training they provide 
boosters do believe athletics also help greatly to give 
the school that necessary thing called school spirit 
that makes a school work. 


Sports fee idea has merit 


This patticular fee should no be called a “pay to 
play’ fee, they say, because it won't be set high 
enough to cover. the whole cost of the program. 
Boosters prefer to call it a membership fee. 

And they are concerned about the students who 
might not be able to afford even the relatively low 
amounts being set, and are looking at in-kind 
payments where such students can either help with 
work necessary to put ona sports event or at odd-jobs.

It was pointed out &t the school board nieetinig that 
communities have not been able to maintain a 
volunteer-supported program of this size indefinitely, 
but for one more year, at Jeast, it looks like the best 
thing there is to do is to okay the fees and give the 
boosters a district-wide boost in their generous effort. 


An important hearing in BC 


An important public hearing will be held at Boyne 
City Hall at S p.m. next Monday. It is the first of 
several meetings which will be held to discuss and 
gather public comment on a major revision of the 
city’s zoning ordinance. 


Editorial 


About 40 percent of the land within the city limits is 
not developed, and the zoning ordinance will play a 
major role in determining how that land will be used. 

Zoning ordinances can and should play a major role 
in channeling growth and change so that it is 

compatible with a community’s current and future 
needs. In Boyne City's case, the zoning ordinance 
revisions are designed to implement suggestions 
made in the city’s 20-year comprehensive plan. 

The ordinance changes now being proposed can be 
changed or over-ruled as time goes on, but such 


changes are not usually made without compelling 
reasons. For the most part, Boyne residents will have 
to live for quite a while with the changes that are 
made now. 

For this reason, we urge city residents—especially 
property owners—to attend Monday’s hearing, where 
the changes will be explained and discussed. Copies 
of the proposed zoning ordinance are available at City 
Hall for those who are interested. 

We hope property owners don’t find themselves 
saying. ‘‘But I didn’t know...’' a few months or years 
from now if they come across a zoning regulation they 
can't live with. It will take at least four months before 
the zoning changes are approved, and now is the best 
time for input and constructive criticism. 

We also urge city residents to avail themselves of 
the columns of our newspaper’s Viewpoints page to 
comment on the proposed changes after the upcoming 
public hearing.

Editor makes rash judgment, — 
says EJ city council member 


Editor, 

In reply to the editorial titled, A Step 
Backward In E. Jordan, dated July 6: 

The title ‘‘City Superintendent’’ vs. 
“Superintendent of Public Works’ is 
essentially a matter of terminology. 
Both titles share basically the same 
duties. responsibilities and authority, 
and both are under the direction of the 
city council. 

The one true difference being, 
Superintendent of Public Works more 
aptly describes the function of the 
office. The editorial proceeds to 
advocate the naming of a city manager, 
(which in fact would be duplicating 
some of the present duties and respon- 
sibilities of the clerk-treasurer’s office) 
and is not-allowed under the present 
city charter. 

The editorial presumes that the city 
council based its decision by over- 
reacting to ‘'personality clashes with 
one individual"’ and the inability to *‘get 
along with the current council'’. | would 
like to state that there were many 
incidents involving more than one 
personality and councils other than the 
‘present body. 

As to the reference made to ‘‘council 
clinging to its power,"’ many com- 
munities and school boards alike are 
struggling to retain, or in some cases 
regain, that power because it is sim- 
ply—government for the people and by 
the people—through the process of 
elected representatives. 

Every two years a council represen- 
tative is given a vote of confidence for 


his actions or is removed from office for 


not representing the true feelings of his 
constituents. The appeal of passing on 
the problems and responsibilities to 
‘one person in charge” is a step toward 
a ‘Big Brother’’ syndrome; apathy at 
its best. 

The .editorial stated that ‘’Council 
members have other full-time jobs to 
worry about and are paid almost 
nothing for looking out for the city.’’ 
The question is then—Why do they do 
it? Because they care about their 
hometown community, its problems and 
its progress and they have chosen to 
actively participate rather than sit back 
and complain. 

You make reference to special council 
meetings being called to discuss things 
like swimming lesson fees. There was 
no special council meeting called for 
this. Rather, it was called for another 
topic of discussion when the fee 
question was mentioned only to 
expedite publication of the rates in the 
local paper rather than wait until the 
next regular council meeting. 1 charge 
you with misrepresenting the facts and, 
in turn. portraying the city council as 
frivolous. 

The question of full knowledge of 
personnel policies for employees is very 
questionable at best. If an adminis- 
trative official, after being employed 
nearly four years, was unaware of such 
an important existing policy, how then 
does this constitute admirable executive 
and administrative qualifications? 

Finally. | am assuming the editorial

Traverse City. 


Morse wanted to sponsor the show to 


call more attention to what he feels are 
top quality,’ yet overlooked, enter- 
tainers in the area. 

Traverse City and Petoskey get a 
great deal of downstate publicity, he 
says, but the “‘in between” areas really 
have more to offer in the entertainment 
field. 

Morse is making Hello Michigan 
available to. downstate television 
stations as well as having it on two 
stations in the North. 

Featured entertainers besides Ryan 
are Barnstorm and Oscar Feliu from 
Brownwood; the Schussy-Cats from 
Schuss Mountain; Roger Harcourt and 
Shhh-Boom, from Traverse City; and 
comedian Craig Sebert from Traverse 
City. 

Each entertainer taped enough 
material to fill half-hour segments of 
the show. All of the taping was done ina 
marathon 20-hour session that began at 
11 a.m. on June 13 and ended at 7 the 
next morning. 

Ryan, co-owner of Ryan’s Public 
House, said he thinks the show “is a 
super idea’”’ to promote the area and its 
entertainment. 

Some of the songs he sang for the TV 
show include ‘‘The Wreck of the Ed- 
mund Fitzgerald,” “The Green Fields 
of France,” “The Dutchman,”’ ‘‘City of 
New Orleans,” “Vatican Rag,” “The 
Bricklayer Song,” “‘Today/Where Are 
You Going, My Little One,” and 
“Nevada Jane.”

from the Brownwood recording session 
may be used. 

He also recorded an entire evening of 
his songs at his own pub about two mon- 
ths ago for possible use on his new 
album. The exact format of the album 


hasn’t been finalized yet, but it will 
definitely include some live material. 

If the quality of the live recordings 
from his pub and Brownwood aren’t 
good enough to put on record (crowd 
noise is hard to control), then he will at 


least use some of the live introductions 
to the songs. 

Then he will record the songs in a 
studio. Bob White of Charlevoix radio 
station WKHQ handled the live recor- 
ding session’ at Ryan’s Public House, 
and the station has facilities for Ryan to 
record in their studio. 

That, he says, is great. His first 
album in 1976 was recorded near 
Detroit, and it all had to be done in one 
day. Now Ryan can drive to Charlevoix 
virtually any time he wants, record one 
or two songs at the KHQ studio, and go 
home. 


No release date has been set for the 


new album, which might turn out to be 
atwo-record set. 

Before the new album comes out, 
though, Ryan hopes to re-release his 
first album, “For My Friends,” 
possibly before the end of the summer. 

All 2,000 copies of that record sold out 
a few months after its release in the 
summer of 1976. The highlight of that 
album is ‘Farewell to the Rails,” a 24 
minute medley of railroad songs. 

Also on the album are ‘‘Sixteen Miles 
to Seven Lakes," “Mr. Bojangles," 
“Mother Country,” ‘‘Gunga Din,” and 
“She’s My Lady,” the latter being one 

of Ryan’s own compositions.

Schooners used to wait in line.in St: 
James Harbor on Beaver Island, to load 
lumber from the sawmill, That was_at 
the turn of ‘the century, when the 
Beaver Island Lumber Company. was 
set up to log one of the last stands of 
virgin pine in the state. ; % 

Today. the only vessels of that era left 
in the harbor are the ones onthe bot- 
tom. Instead, the harbor is speckled 
with masts and sails of pleasure craft 
on asummer day. a 

But the interesting thing is that man 
y of them moored at the very site where . 
that early sawmill stood. The property 
is now a marina with two docks and 25 
moorings. : : 

Actually, there was a succession. of 
mills there. The first one the lumber 
company built burned down, and they 
built a. second. After the company days, 
Gus Mielke operated a mill, which also 
burned down, and he, too, built a second 
one on the same site. This last mill was 
still working in '57. But instead of 
sawing pine and shingles, it was sawing 
box timber. What’s that? It’s for 


wooden boxes. They shipped fish in 
them.
